Louis, the county and the  incor- 
porated suburbs on maintenance 
and construction of thoroughfares, 
He also said: 

“The highway problem is no 
simple. There. are sina 6% 
of law and finance. . A distinction 
has to be made between major 
high vays and minor streets. The 


county has been making excellent [ 


progress with roads, but not so 
much when compared with other 
counties containing great. cities. 
(Other urban counties receive road 
taxes from the cities, but he¥e city 
and county are detached.) The 
county cannot be expected to pro- 
vide adequate financing for roads 
alone. Automobiles from the city 
have a large part in wearing out 
those roads. 
Problems to Be Solved. 

“We fun_into this problem: 
Ought the highway situation be 
centralized in one department to 
take care of all highways and 
streets in.the city and county? 
There are serious objections, 
course, to that; people in various 
parts of the county would feel 
they would be neglected and .-the 
money would all be spent down- 
town, and they would be alarmed 
at the possibility of increased taxes 
involved in such a plan. Some per- 
sons might feel the job was too big 
for a single administration, 

“These questions arise: Should 
the whole highway problem be put 
in one department? If we settle 
this in the negative, as I think it 
will be settled, what degree of 
centralization shall we have? Shall 
we-centralize administration and 
financing of through highways and 
leave other streets to be dealt with 
locally? _If we do that, are we 
creating a dual system? We must 
remember that St. Louis would be 
included and its through streets 
would be under the central au- 
thority with local ones left to the; 
city, 

“Most of the mileage of county 
highways is in the unincorporated 
area. The problem of what to do 
with that area also arises. We 
might expand the boundaries of 
some municipalities and perhaps 
create one.or two new Ones, sO as 
to incorporate all the built-up sec- 
tion, then we might.incorporate all 
the remaining outlying section as 
a single unit. Such an outlying 
corporation would have a consid- 
erable assessed valuation and would 
contain most of the mileage of 
roads... It seems that some solu- 
tion could be worked out so that 
we could have a rural unit caring 
for its own roads, with a tax no 
greater than at present, and with 
aid by the metropolitan govern- 
ment for through highways." 


Another Suggestion. 

While Reed said nothing about 
it, the possibility appears that a 
scheme might be arranged to have 
each municipality, including the 

suggested rural corporation, con- 
trol tts own local routes, with a 
system of centralized financial and 
administrative aid corresponding to 


the practice of Federal aid for | 


construction of State highways. 
Reed, however, made no definite 
recommendation. It has-been re- 
marked frequently that it would 
be fair to charge the city and sub- 
urbs for county roads, which they 
use freely. * 

“We need a scheme for admin- 
istering the highway system;” Reed 
eonclided, “which will be -eco- 
nomical, won't’ involve duplica- 
tion of overhead and will be sat- 
isfactory to the people. I am con- 
fident that. without materially in- 
creasing taxation, the community 
can work out a fine highway —

‘Post-Dispatch last night through 
the publicity department of St. 
Louis University: 

“The authorities of St. Louis 
University, through the’ Rev.- J. 
J..O’Regan, 8. J., personal athletic 
representative of the president of 
the university, today announced 
the following statement regarding 
the position of the head coach of 
football: 


“*The Athletic Board of St. 
Louis University tendered to Mr. 
Heartly W. Anderson, head foot- 
ball coach, a contract for the 
year of 1930. The terms of this 
contract in the judgment of the 
Athletic Board were fair and 
equitable. Mr. Anderson prompt- 
ly refused the contract and an- 
nounced that he had made other 
arrangements. 

“*The authorities of St. Louis 
University have been requested 
by friends of Mr. Anderson to 
review the case. After careful 
consideration of the facts, they 
do not feel justified in reopening 
the matter and at the present 
time the head coach position of 
the university has not been 
filled.’ 


“It also was announced by Fa- 
ther O'Regan that Mike Nyikos, 
assistant coach, has been made 
head basketball coach and Charles 
(Chile) Walsh, assistant coach, 
has been retained in his capacity 
as professor of physical education 
and assistant football coach. 

“Coach Anderson refused the 
contract offered him -on Dec. 20, 
1929, and announced that he had 
made other arrangements.” 


Board Not in Session Since Author- 
izing Offer to Anderson. 

Maurice V. Joyce, a member of 
the university athletic board, when 
informed of the statement last 
night, said that it was not the re- 
sult of any action by the board, 
but rather a statement by the Rev. 
Charles H. Cloud, 8. J.. president 


of the university, and Father O’Re- 


gan. 

“Lee Daly, chairman of the board, 
has been out of the city,” Joyce 
explained, “and for that reason the 
board has not been able to hold 
any meeting since the one in De- 
cember, when an offer to Coach 
Anderson was authorized. How- 
ever, as soon as Mr. Daly returns 
he undoubtedly will call a meet- 
ing, when the matter probably will 
be taken up again.” 

Other alumni of 8t. Louis Uni- 
versity, when informed of the 
statement, . expressed confidence 
that Anderson still might be per- 
suaded to remain as head oonen of

A prominent alumnus.who said 
he was speaking in the interest of 
other alumni and. friends of the 
university, who had ‘the best inter- 
ests of the institution at heart, said 
that he was confident Anderson 
would be head coach in 1930.

IOWA TO MAKE

IOWA CITY, Jan. 4.—The third 
attempt of the University of lowa 
to regain re-admittance into the 
good graces of the Big Ten con- 
ference will have its inception 
here next Thursday when a spe- 
cial committee of Western Con- 


ference representatives comes to 
Iowa City. 

While the committee will visit 
the Hawkeye campus primarily to 
investigate the status of 13 ath- 
letes suspended by Old Gold offi- 
cials for participation in the now 
famous “trust fund,” Iowa offi- 
cials hope their visit will open the 
way to the early presentation of 
a new petition for the Hawkeyes’ 
reinstatement. 

Twice since the Big Ten faculty 
aommittee voted to sever athietic 
relations with the University of 
Iowa, effective Jan. 1, the Hawk- 
eye athletic moguls have sought to 
have the action rescinded. Both 
attempts have failed. 

The first was made shortly after 
the conference took astion last 
May. At that time, Iowa sought a 
re-hearing of its case. 

The second came a scant month 
ago, when Iowa presented a for- 
mal petition for reinstatement to 
the conference meeting at Chicago. 

Since that time, the University 
athletic council has wielded the 
ineligibility ax with disastrous ef- 
fect on various Old Gold teams. 
First Capt. Virgil] David, of the 
basketball team was ruled ineligi- 
ble for scholastic ineligibility, Lat- 
er the Hawkeye council ruled 14 
athletes ineligible because they had 
borrowed sums ranging from a few 
dollars to about $80 from a so- 
called “trust fund.” The cases of 
13 of these men will be presented 
to the investigating committee 
Thursday, the fourteenth having al- 
ready completed his athletic ca- 
reer.

The chief argument against this 
play is that it is primarily designed 
as a “contact blocker.” However, 
it is possible to make a front pivot 
and no foul. But the pivoter must 
use the same caution as does a 
dribbler. He must g0 clearly 
around this opponent without con- 


tact.

F I WAS called upon to write a slogan as a fundamental guide to 
the ambitious ballplayer in any defensive position it would be 
If I had to give an example I would say: 


I “Follow the ball!” 
“Watch Mickey Cochrane!” 


The only possible way of mak- 
ing a great or unexpected play 
is to be where the ball is. No 
supporting player ever gained 
fame or won a ball game by 
standing still, 

Thousands of fans at the re- 
cent world series saw Mickey 
Cochrane definitely establish 
himself as one of the really 
great catchers of all time, and it 
is regrettable that more young 
“players, eager to improve, 
couldn’t have seen and studied 
his technique. It was also a 
lesson to many big leaguers pres- 
ent. 

Cochrane did many brilliant 
stunts, but in one outstanding 
play he clearly demonstrated 
the instinct or quality that is 
necessary to a champion—and 
that is to take initiative away 
from the opponent. It was in 
the last game at Philadelphia 
and the real artistry of the play 
was probably overlooked or for- 
gotten in the dramatic events of 
that now famous last inning, 
when Mule Haas hit the home 
run and tied the score. 

Cuyler Is Oanght. 

If you will remember, Ktfki 
Cuyler was on first base, with 
Ehmke pitching, and took an 
unusually big lead for a steal of 
second, apparently. Ehmke saw 
the move and whipped the ball 
to Foxx, catching Cuyler off the 
bag. He ran toward second and 
then back, getting caught In ea

A Perfect Play. 

The catcher had made the put- 
out on a frun-up play between 
first and second. 

It was a perfect demonstration 
of what it means to follow the 
ball, But for that quick think- 
ing and quick acting on the part 
of Cochrane, Cuyler might have 
got away. To me it was easily 
one of the great plays of the 
series, 

It may or may not have af- 
fected the result, but right there 
is the real idea. A smart ball- 
player never takes anything for 
granted. Be where the ball is 
and there is always a chance for 
a play. Cochrane does that all 
the time.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 4. — 
The contention of Democratic lead- 
ers that the names of candidates 
for presidential electors should be 
placed on ballots separate from 
those bearing the names of candi- 
dates for State offices in Missouri, 
in presidential year elections, which 
is involved in a test case pending 


in the Missouri Supreme Court, is 
opposed in a brier filed today by 
Attorney-General Stratton Shartel, 
. who intervened in the case. 

The test case involves the ques- 
tion of whether section 4750 of the 
State law, enacted in 1919, which 
provides a separate ballot for presi- 
dential electors, was repealed by 
the blanket ballot law passed in 
1921, which provides that the 
names of all candidates shall be 
printed on. ome ballot.

The blanket ballot law passed in 
1921, repealed by implication the 
1919 law, Shartel said, as it pro- 
vided that the names of all candi- 
dates, including presidential elec- 
tors, should be placed on one bal- 
lot. He cited court rulings that 
enactment of a statute which is in- 
consistent with. a. former statute, 
operates to repeal the former stat- 
ute in so far as it is inconsisent. 

While admitting that habeas cor- 
pus was a proper method to test 
constitutionality of a law, Shartel 
questioned the good faith of the 
method by which the Graves case 
was brought to the Court, charging 
it was by prearrangement and 
“connivance.” 

He contended the Court should 
not consider the “application, but 
should dismiss it and let the case 
be tried in the lower courts and 
then be brought to the Supreme 
Court on appeal, if desired.

EACE,” said President Hoover in his 
memorable Armistice day address, **is 
not a static thing. To maintain peace 
is as dynamic in its requirements as is the 
conduct of war. We cannot say ‘Let there 
be peace’ and go about other business.” 

And Ramsay MacDonald, the Prime Min- 
ister of Great Britain, inquired on his recent 
good-will visit to this country: “Isn’t it time, 
my friends, that we sbould take some risks 
to secure peace?” 

It is because the respective governments of 
the United States and Great Britain are head- 
ed at the same time’ by two earnest advocates 
of world peace, men who are willing to take 
risks in the cauce of: peace, that a conference 
on the limitation of naval armaments will 
be held at London beginnine ‘2n. 21. The 
summoning of the,conference was the direct 
outgrowth of the conversations begun be- 
tween Prime Minister MacDonald and Am- 
bassador Dawes in Britain and continued at 
Washington between the Prime Minister and 
the President. Great Britain issued the call, 
after the technical differences between the 
two nations over cruiser strength had been 
scaled down to the vanishing point, and with 
the approval of President Hoover issued it 
in such a way that the United States was 
joined as a partner in thé invitation. The 
three other important naval Powers of the 
world, Japan, France and Italy, were invited 
and accepted.

are that while Mr. MacDonald has professed peace 
‘with an ardor that has met with acclaim everywhere 
the British Admiralty has in no wise desisted from 
its own program of naval construction. | 

These things do not meati that the aspirations of 
President Hoover and Premier MacDonald are whol- 
ly visionary. There is a great gulf/ between idealism 
and reality, a gulf which time abridges with a dila- 
toriness of which we can easily become impatient, 
Human progress, as James Harvey Robinson reminds 
us, is only glacier-like; it is never impetuous. Per- 
haps the best proof of this is that 75 years after our 
own cataclysmic Civil War, which pronounced the 
doom of human slavery in every important nation 
upon the earth, the League of ‘Nations has discovered 
to its surprise that slavery still persists in séven 
hoary parts of the world as yet unpenetrated by that 
greatideal. . 

‘The League of Nations itself illustrates the tedious. 
nature of human progress. History offers no paral-| 
lel to it as a formal effort to create a responsible 
international society which could do to the gunman 
among nations what national society does to the gun- 
man among. individuals; That it-has not fulffiled the 
aspiration which projected it, and probably never 
will do so within centuries of time, is only the lot] 
of all idealism. Our own refusal permit apy 
stiper-government to take us into war against our 
will, as well as our refusal to permit the World 
Court to adjudicate any matter in which we claim 
an interest, is sufficiently indicative of the wide- 
spread reluctance of nations to lessen that vigilance. 
which they feel to be essential to their preservation. 
The instinct which compels France to admit just 
before the London parley opens that the peace pact 
outlawing war is one thing and disarmament is 
something else is the instinct of us all. 

It is greatly to the credit of men that knowing | 
these things they still persist in the aspiration o 
peace. If it were not so, we would not have made 
our painful way out of the bloody weiter of primi- 


which have become our good fortune in the twen- 
tieth century. The disarmament conference which 
Mr. Coolidge promoted two years ago was a dismal 
failure as a disarmament conference; but it was 
not a failure as a necessary political preliminary 
to a real disarmament conference. The situation 
which it reflected was unique in history. Great 
Britain, which had ruled the seas for centuries, 
faced her prospective successor in that proud es- 
tate. She knew that the United States could if it 
would wrest control of the seas from her by sheer 
weight of money. No such transfer of naval domi- 
nance from one Power to another had ever been ac- 
complished except by supreme test of strength upon 
the sea. The British delegation at Geneva could 


than England had when she met the great fleet of 
King Philip. 

That accounted for the bluster of Admiral Bridge- 
man, as it accounted chiefly for the failure of the 
conference to reach agreement. The situation at 
London this month will be different. The Labor 
Government of England judges war very largely from 
the viewpoint of economics. So does the American 
Gogernment of Mr. Hoover. To that point of view 
war is stripped of its vainglory and becomes an 
appalling waste, an incredible obstacle to the peace- 
ful evolution of all things appertaining to the hap- 
piness and well-being of men. To it the World War 
was caused primarily by the efforts of Germany to 
outweigh the armaments of all the other Continen- 
tals on land and match those of England on the 
sea. That folly upset and imperiled for years to 
come the orderly processes of human progress. So, 
too, could naval rivalry between Great Britain and 
the United States do the same thing. It is a ter- 
rible peril, one severely testing the wisdom of the 
two great English-speaking Powers. 

Every chance but one is against President Hoover 
and Premier MacDonald at the London parley. It 
is this one chance, the chance that the time has 
come when even so great a problem as international 
fear can at last be composed into that same sense 
of security which is felt within nations, that makes 
the conference worth holding.

THE GAME STORAGE ISSUE. 

The refusal of the Prosecuting Attorney of Greene 
County to file charges under the game storage law 
greatly increases the danger that such game birds 
ae quail will become extinct in Missouri. 

The State law which forbids storage of native wild 
game in any commercial establishment was designed 
to correct a practice that greatly menaced the wild 
game of Missouri, The restaurateur who had mar- 
‘ket hunters in the field, kept game in his iceboxes 
secured by licenses made out to his waiters, and sold 
game at his tables, was fast wiping out some of our 
most prized birds. The loopholes in the prior law: 
were such that sportsmen prevailed upon the Legisla- 
ture to pass a storage law that would have no loop 
holes in it. This is the law that the Prosecutor in 
Greené County refuses to enforce. Nor is he the first 
to do so. These cases have also been lost in the State 
courts of St. Louis.

in a dissenting opinion Commissioner Eastman, 
although expressing no strong objection, was “‘in- 
clined to think” that it might be to the advantage of 
the two Western roads to be combined as a system 
independent of the Missouri Pacific, “affording all 
of the lines which reach Denver from the East an 
outlet.to the Pacific coast in competition with the 
Missouri Pacific.” Commissioner Porter, in another 
dissenting opinion, favored giving the two Western 
roads to the Burlington because he is “persuaded 
that the Burlington System, by reason of its splen- 
did physical condition, its conservative capital struc- 
ture, its strong financial position, and its’ physical 
location, affords much the better parent for a new 
transcohtinental line from Chicago to the Pacific.” 

Neither dissenting Commissioner, apparently, gave 
much thought to the sectional phase of the problem. 
The Missouri Pacific is the only St. Louis carrier 
with direct trunk-line connection to the coast. Chi- 
cago, upon which Commissioner Porter would con- 
fer added benefit, is already tremendously favored 
in this respect, being served by four or five Western 
transcontinental lines. It is very important not 
only for St. Louis, but for considerations of compe- 
tition stressed in the transportation ac{, for at 
least one St. Louis carrier to have access to t 
coast. That evidently is the opinion of the major- 
ity of the Interstate Commerce Commission, and 
we believe Commissioners Eastman and Porter, too, 
would admit its weight. . 

Any extended debate on the position taken by the 


| two dissenting Commissioners would be in the nature 


of a sham battle. The real fight will come when 
and if application is made to disturb the set-up of 
System No. 18. In such a fight, the Missouri Pa- 
cific would heve all the advantage. 
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POLICE BEATINGS. 

Police Judge Harry P. Rosecan has rendered a 
public service in denouncing the beating of Blanchard 
Hudson by Police Captain Wetzel of the Laclede Dis- 
trict and four subordinate officers. 

Judge Rosecan refused to believe that a 115-pound 
19-year old youth charged with a peace disturbance 
had put up such a fight against five heavyweights of 
the Police Department as to justify the beating the 
boy got. As a result of his indignant protest at the 
brutal disfigurement of the boy, Chief of Police Gerk 
has ordered an investigation by one of his inspec- 
tors into this case‘and reports of others in me eighth 
district. . 

No civilized community can tolerate such a 
medieval practice as police beatings, and Judge Rose- 
can is entitled to the gratitude of the people of St. 
Louis for expressing what is felt about them. 
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CHICAGO’S “I WILT.” 

Chicago pleading poverty is out of character. Her 
reputed shortcomings are those of great and sudden 
riches——graft, racketeering, super-gangsterism, waste, 
profligacy. The country wondered how that town 
ever took up again with Thompson, but, on second 
thought, it was ackhowledged that if any city could 
afford Big Bill, Chicago was it. 

Apparently, though, Chicago feels poor. The City 
Council, terrified by debts said to amount to $270,- 
000,000, has lopped $5,000,000 off the budget, and in 
consequence an, army of employes is demobilizing. 
Police Commissioner Russel] has dismissed 473 police- 
men, This reduction will not bring the department 
within the budgetary provisions, but it is as drastic a 
cut as that official dares order. Incidentally we are 
told that Chicago's full police complement of 4500 
is inadequate, and pointed comparisons are made 
with the larger forces of Philadelphia and New York. 

Meantime the Chief of the Fire Department, in- 
structed to discharge 235 men, has belligerently re- 
fused to obey the command, defending his énsubordi- 
nation on the ground of public safety. 

One guesses that this retrenchment mood will 
quickly pass and that Chicago grill resume her pace 

of leaping gazelle-like from miracle to miracle. Yet 
it must be recorded that, for one discouraged minute, 
under the burden of Big Bill’s big bills, Chicago’s 
“I Will” faded into “I Wilt.”

Monarchs nowadays exercise their divinely con- 
ferred powers by opening Parliaments with messages 
prepared by Premiers, reviewing armies with Chiefs 
of Staff at their elbow, launching battleships as Ad- 
mirals bow to the cheers and laying cornerstones 
under the critical eye of builders. Limited mon- 
archies and dictatorships have made Kings much 
more ornamental than useful, while those who have 
encountered revolution are neither.

definitely detailed city plans. More than 
600 municipalities have organized city plan 
commissions, and in excess of 750 have 
passed zoning ordinances. Within the next 
10 years most of these cities will have 
adopted official city plans, thus reducing 
the large number of mistakes and economic 
wastefulness which invariably result from 
undirected, piece-meal development. Most 
large cities, for example St. Louis, do not 
have their municipal boundaries sufficient- 
ly far-flung to embrace all growth so that 
city planning work may control new Gevel- 
opment on the outskirts as well as reshape 
the existing structure of the city. 

The rapid growth of American cities has 
outdistanced all attempts to keep such 
growth within the bounds of a single po- 
If they are to avoid the same 
mistakes that have characterized past mu- 
nicipal area growth, and, are frankly desir- 
ous of planning now for a more efficient 
and more satisiactory future city, they must 
give consideration to the development of 
the region as well as to the development of 
each individual city Growth no longer re- 
spects’ tatompot boundaries. 


M OST American cities are now growing 


The autom@bile has increased the radius 
of population movement from five miles, 
under old forms of transportation, par- 
ticularly the street car, to a radius of at 
least 15 or 20 miles, Various forms 
of rapid transit may increase the ef- 
fective radius of population dispersal 
anywhere from 20 to 60 miles. Sinee there 
is no single municipal authority capable of 
exercising jurisdiction within so large an 
area, the mistakes, the lost opportunities 
and the economic wastefulness within this 
new “enlarged city”—the region—are most 
likely to far surpass those same mistakes 
and@ losses that havo heretofore character- 
ized growth within cities. In othgr words, 
regional planning has been undertsken for 
the same reasons and with the same objec- 
tives as has city planning.

Little can be done to better con- 
ditions, unless definite improve- 
ment in technique is developed or 
sme stations are eliminated.” 

Among proposals that will be 
discussed at the conference will be 
synchronization, increase of the 
number of cleared channels and 
reduction of the number of cleared 
channels.

S O numerous have been inquiries as to what takes place when & 


waves that W. F. Ludgate, KSD engineer-director, has prepared 


the following explanation: 


In a studio of 2L0, the great 
London station, a performer takes 
his position before a microphone. 
As he speaks into the microphone 
the air vibrations set up by his voice 
are converted to ordinary telephone 
current variations, which travel 
over two sets of wires—to the 2L0 
transmitter and to the transmitter 
of 5SW, the short wave station at 
Chelmsford, not far from London. 

The 2LO transmitter converts the 
telephone currents into high  fre- 
quency radio waves suited to be 
picked up by long wave receivers 
in England and on the Continent. 
The 5SW transmitter converts them 
into the same kind of high fre- 
quency waves, but the length of 
the 5SW waves is much shorter— 
only 24.5 meters—and they travel 
farther swith greater power than 
do the longer high frequency waves. 

At Riverhead, L. IL, about 100 
miles east of New York City, is a 
receiving station operated by the 
Radio Corporation of America. It 
has receivers designed to pick up 
broadcasts from 5SW with a spe- 
cial aerial system. The waves from 
5SW are tuned in at the Riverhead 
station, changed back into ordinary 
telephone currents, and sent over 
wires to the National Broadcasting 
Co. building, 711 Fifth avenye, New 
York. There they are sent to the 
WEAF or WJZ transmitter to be 
changed back into high frequency 
waves and be broadcast, and also 
go over telephone wires to Pitts- 
burg, Chicago, St. Lou Denver, 
Los Angeles and other cities in 
which <are stations hooked up in 
the chain. At intervals of. some 
200 miles on these land wires are 
“repeater” stations which “boost” 
the power of the currents. 

Instantaneously the currents reach 


the “Beaumont” long distance tele- 


phone station in St. Louis. There . 


they are amplified again and then 
sent over wires to the transmitter 
of KSD, which changes them again 
and shoots them out from its an- 
tenna in the form of radio waves 
of a high frequency of 650 kilo- 
cycles (600,000 cycles) and a 
length of 545 meters. 


These waves are picked up. by 
the aerial at a listener’s home, are 
amplified by the radio frequency 
stages of the recejver, are rectified 
by the detector stage into audio 
currents and are amplified by the 
audio stages until they are power- 
ful enough to actuate the speaker, 
which, in turn, makes the words of 
the performer in the London stu- 
dio audible in the home. 

The words of the performer in 
the London studio reach the ears 
of listeners in this country in about 


one-fiftieth of a second after they. | 


are spoken into the microphone. 
The speed of radio waves is the 
same as that of light waves—186,- 
000 miles per second. In fact, they 
are heard in American homes. vir- 
tually as they strike on the ears 
of persons in the London studio, 
for the speed of radio waves is 


approximately 900,000 times that ° 


of sound waves. 


Incidentally, the frequency of a 


radio station, which really means - 


the number of cycles a second, is 
calculated as follows: 
of radio waves.is 300,000,000 me- 
ters a second. Dividing the speed 
by the wave iength gives the fre- 
quency... As KSD’s wave length is 
545.1 meters (1788 feet), dividing 
300,000,000 by 645.1 gives its fre- 
quency, which is 550,000 cycles or 
550 kilocycles,

of 100,000 watts has been put in- 
to operation on 938 meters (320kc) 
but is using only 60,000 watts. At 
that, the Russian station is the 
most powerful in regular operation,

Federal-Aid Bill Is 
Expected CO; j 

Get Favorable Vote 

Approval of Both Houses 


of Congress Looked for 
This Week.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4. — Con- 
gress will return from the holiday 
recess Monday ready to offer its 
solution to some of the major prob- 
lems of motordom. Passage of the 


bill providing increased funds for 
Federal-aid is expected shortly aft- 


er the House resumes ifs sessfons. 
Appreval of the measure also is 
looked for in the Senate, with the 
probability that the proposal to in. 
crease the annual appropriation 


by two-thirds will be a law within 
the next few months, 

The Dowell bill is the Federal- 
aid bill upon which the House will 
be called upon to act. It calls 
for an additional. $50,000,000 for 
the next. fiscal year and $125,000,- 
000 as the annual appropriation for 
the succeeding years 1932 and 
1933. . The addition for the next 
fiscal year brings the total amount 
for that period to $125,000,000, so 
that the measure actually pro- 
vides that sum to finance the Fed- 
eral-aid program .during the next 
three years, instead of the $75,- 
000,000 which has been the annual 
contribution of the Government 
since 1922. 

Hearings have been held on the 
Dowell bill by the House and a 
favorable report was made by the 
committee on roads. Senator 
Phipps of Colorado, is sponsoring’ 
a similar measure in the Senate. 

The proposal to increase Feder- 
al-aid appropriations has been giv- 
en the added significance of being 
@ measure of assistance to 
farmer. It has received the sup- 
port of farm organizations on the 
ground that it will provide further 
facilities in the way of farm to 
market roads, :

OOD MORNING.

An 8-year-old boy 
steps toward me, a 
faint smile on his 
face as he offers 
me his hand. I 
bow. He smiles 
cordially, showing

cheeka-—this sovereign over 18,0006,- 
100 souls, this King, in a few years,

pink-cheeked boy. It is King Michael I, 
s-vear-old master of Rumania; the 
grandson of Queen Marie; the son of 
Princess Helen and Prince Carol. He 
has something of the strong personal- 
ity of his father; eyes that tell an ex- 
pressive story, skin that shows the 
royal blood, manners of the stately old 
Spanish code cf etiquette. He holds 
his head majestically. 

Good morning, sir,’ he answers in 
good English, and, turning his head, 
greets in Rumanian the group of bow- 
ing courtiers, his attaches, the satel- 
lites who revolve around him. We are 
walking through the gardens of the 
royal castle at Sinaia. Guards are 
everywhere; as the King passes they 
present arms. 

“It’s sunny today. The air is so 
clear. There is seldom so cloudless a 
sky,’ remarks the little King, as he 
looks around at the mountain peaks, 
close by and distant, which surround 
the huge and elaborate royal estate. 
The beautifully cultivated parks might 
have been at Fontainebleau, or Pots- 
dam, so perfectly are they arranged. 


HE little boy seems to enjoy 
TL ssture and, as we go farther, 

he leaves us and starts to run 
toward a stretch of open lawn. 
We increase our pace, not know- 
ing quite what to do, but just as 
we start to run, the King stops. He 
stands stiffly at salute before the flag 
of his country, fluttering at the peak 
of a high flagpole.

ITH the nonchalance of per- 
W fect command, he invites us to

HILE the police and the sen- 
sationalist newspapers immedi- 
ately jumped to the conclusion 
of a suicide pact, all who knew the 


‘two intimately protested vehemently 


that such an interpretation was entire- 
ly out of the question. In the first 
place, they argued, such a pact would 
be wholly out of character for either 
of the two. In the second place, all 
their acts immediately preceding the 
tragedy belie such a theory. 

Both were seen at separate luncheon 
parties by friends, each in gay, care- 
free mood. She told everyone she 
wus going ‘‘to meet Harry,’’ and ex- 
cused herself early, saying she had 
a lot of things to do later, a dinner 
date with other friends, to be followed 
by a party arranged in her honor. 

“What are you and Harry going toe 
do this afternoon?’”’ someone asked 
jokingly. 

“Oh,” was the laughing reply, ‘I 
am going to ask him to take me to 
the movies. He'll probably have some 
wild idea of something else to do, 80 
I guess we'll end up by having a 
fight. We always end up in a fight, 
but we always make up.” 

She said it all laughingly, and 
everybody else laughed, for everybody 
knew that a fight with Harry Crosby 
meant merely an amusing argument. 
That was the last image these particu- 
lar friends have of the living Josephine 
Bigelow, a gay, laughing young figure, 
breezily going out of the door.

able sources: - His ancestry and early 
environment, his intellectual and artis- 
tic associations in Paris, where he had 
lived uninterruptedly the last . six 
years, and his inner mental workings, 
as expressed consciously and subcon- 
sciously in his poetry and prose. 

Fhe young poet, they point out, 
came from a long line of New England 
Puritans, used for generations to emo- 
tional suppression and stoic self-de- 
nial. He was brought up in the same 
rigid tradition. The exclusive St. 
Mark's School at Southboro from early 
childhood, then Harvard. After col- 
lege he was sent to train for a career 
as an international banker, with the 
idea of his eventually coming back to 
settle down to the respectable life of a 
rich Boston banker and to perpetuate 
the family tradition and position. 


UT after long generations of 
B emotional suppression it does not 

take much for some long-smol- 
dering spark to burst into flame. 
Young Crosby, impressionable and a 
poet by nature, fell in with the rebel- 
lious, extremist group of young artists 
in post-war Paris. There was Picasso, 
James Joyce, Andre Breton, Paul Elu- 


- ard, Jean Cocteau, Phillipe Soupault, 


to mention only a few of the leaders 
of modern revolt in arts and letters. 
Harry Crosby was fascinated. Then 
and there he broke with the family 
tradition, gave up banking and took 
up poetry. ; 
Being independently rich, he could 
indulge in whatever whims to which 
his fancy gave birth. He established 
an unusual town apartment at 19 Rue 
de Lille, Paris. For a summer home 
he bought part of the estate of the 
Count de ia Rochefoucauld-at Er- 
menonville and converted an ancient 
windmill there into an ultra-modernis- 
tic studio, which he named “Moulin 
de Soleil’’ (Mill of the Sun). Here he

in place of horses. Young Crosby and 
his wife, Caresse, herself a poet of dis- 
tinction, started entertaining lavishly. 
Mrs. Crosby married the poet in 1922. 
She is a daughter of Mrs. William 
H. Jacob of Watertown, Connecticut, 
and was previously married to Richard 
R. Peabody, from whom she was di- 
vorced shortly before her marriage to 
Crosby, the decree giving her custody 
of the two children. Both Crosby and 
his wife, brought up to wealth, not 
only spent but gave most generously 
to young artists. Their homes be- 
came the intellectual and artistic cen- 
ters of all the younger spirits, suc- 
ceésors to the Decadents, Parnassians, 
Satanists, Symbolists, Diabolists and 
other movements in French beliles- 
lettres during the second half of the 
nineteenth century. 

As time went on young Crosby grew 
to be more and more of a rebel. “All 
compromise with me is impossible,” he 
wrote in the current number of tran- 


sition, which he and his wife owned. © 
(This magazine ‘purposely avoids the 


use of a capital letter in its name.) 
“I rejoice in the dangerous automatic 


liberty which de- 
prives man of the 
volition which 
constitutes him a 
being responsible 
for his actions. I 
continually feel 
hurricanes of 
magic storming 
into me as wild 
and insane as 
eagles catapult- 
ing themselves 
into the sun. 
“The inward 
nerves of my vi- 
sion are beyond 
the sentiménts of 
my heart and 
have no com- 
munication with 
the operations of 
my 
boast of having 
effected this in a 
very complete 
manner by hav- 
ing caught and 
distilled certain 
rays of light 
from the sun.” 
He used to lie 
for hours at a time on top of his “sun- 
mill” sunk in reverie, paying homage 
to the sun in daily ritual. He became 
a thorough-going sun worshiper. And 
along with that he became a seeker, 
in the true manner of the Romantics, 
of the “perfect moment” in which 
“the soul and the senses are reduced 
to a pin point, the ultimate gold point, 
the point of finality, irrevocable as the 
sun.” 


HEN this “perfect moment” 
came to him, he kept reiterat- 
ing in conversation and in po- 
etry, then would also come the mo- 
ment of death, for all lifé then would 


be full of “‘the horrors of antj-climax . 


from which there is mo recovering.’ 
To be ever ready for that “perfect mo- 
ment,” and in order not to be taken 
by it unawares, he began several years 
ago to carry in his pocket a small Bel- 
gian pistol, no larger than a toy, the 
pistol found clutched in his right hand 
on the tragic Tuesday. 

“Die at the right time!” he wrote in

born, to become what you wish to be- 
come, tree or flower or star or sun, 
or even dust and nothingness, for it is 
stronger to founder in the Black Sea 
of Nothingness, like a ship going down 
with flags, than to crawl into the 
malodorous house of evil and old age. 

“For the Seekers after Fire and the 
Seers and the Prophets and the Wor- 
shipers of the Sun, life ends not with 
a whimper but with a Bang—a vio- 
lent explosion mechanically perfect 

. . we, having set fire to the powder 
house of our souls, explode (suns 
within suns and cataracts of gold) 
into the frenzied fury of the Sun, into 
the madness of the Sun, into the hot 
gold arms and het gold eyes of the 
Goddess of the Sun!”’ 

These lines, reread now in the light 
of his act, tell as any. suicide note 
would, not only the motive behind his 
act, but also illuminate like a flash of 
lightning, his friends say, what actual- 
ly took place at the moment just be- 
fore death. 


HE “perfect moment had 
come,’’ they explain, and with 
“inward nerves of vision beyond 
the sentiments of his heart and with 
no communication with the operations 
of his intellect,”’ he ended his life with 
a bang—a violent explosion mechan- 
ically perfect! 

Neither the young poet nor the girl 
knew a moment before, according to 
this theory, what was going to take 
place. It was a mad impulse of the 
moment, entirely beyond the control 
of the intellect. And in that mad mo- 
ment he took the woman down with 
him “into the frenzied fury of the 
Sun, into the hot gold arms and the 
hot gold eyes of the Goddess of the 
Sun.” 

Even the details of the belt-buckle 
fashioned from a $20 gold piece and 
thd removal of the woman’s shoes and 
stockings are explained in his late 
writings. 

“What is it in the sun I defy?” he 
wrote, then mentioned a long list of 
reasons, one Of these being ‘“‘the re- 
production of him on the American 
$20 gold piece.” 

‘The Man in the Moon is as rose 
colored as our fingernails,” he writes, 
“as we go out hand in hand into the 
garden, you and I, to somewhere be- 
yond the sleeping roses, but although 
you remove your silk stockings and ! 
my silk socks, the star butier with his 
silver tray never reappears and we are 
forced te find our way home along the 
bottom of the lake.” 

Then he wrote of a “nightmare in

But—-Mr. and Mrs. Allvine insist— 
their home is more than a unique ex- 
‘periment in modern architecture. It 
is a very livable place and proof 
enough for them of what they set out 
to prove-—that a home can be built in 
keeping with modernism’s drastic re- 
forms in furniture and fabrics. 

Like its fashionable rivals by the 
sea, it is constructed for all-year occu- 
pancy. It is not a summer fancy, a 
passing whim, to be abandoned after 
its novelty is worn off. On the con- 
trary, it is Mr. Allvine’s idea of what 
a permanent residence for the modern 
business man, who enjoys a sociable 
home life, should embody. Mr. All- 
vine is the head of the eastern pub- 
licity department of a movie company. 

Cleverly introduced nautical details 
help flavor the house with additional 
individual appeal distinguishing it 
from Other modernistic themes.

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HURRICANE-SWEPT SEA 


APTAIN ROTCH, the writer of this adventure, has followed thie sea since 1904. 

He entered the United States Navy at the outbreak of the World War, serving 
as a Lieutenant Commander on the transport Ekonk. After the war he returned 
to the merchant service. He was Chief Officer aboard the S. S. Admiral Clark, 
carrying a cargo of ot! from Port Arthur, Texas, to the Argentine, when it was 
caught in a hurncane and sunk off the Cuban coast. The story of the tragedy is 
here related in a letter written by Captain Rotch to his mother after he had been 
rescued from a raft and taken aboard a Swedish bark. This article is printed in 
the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine by courtesy of the Atlantic Monthly, in” which

On Board Swedish Bark Tana, 

Bound for New Orleans. 
EAR MOTHER: 
Well,. mother. the 
black sheep came 
very near to going 
for good this time, 
but, as is usually 
the case, the bad 
penny turns up but 
the good, honest 

- dollar is lost. 

I suppose you know by this time 
that the Clark foundered in a hurri- 
eahe off the coast of Cuba. To the 
best of my kmowledge there were but 
six of us saved. Until we arrive at 
New Orleans we shall not know for 
sure. I don't see how there was any 
chance for the rest, but after you 
have heard my tale vou will see that 
you never can tell. 

We jumped as the ship sank, caught 
a raft, and were adrift on it for seven 
days, without anything* to eat or 
drink, before we were picked up by 
the Tana two days ago in pretty buni 
shape. I feel pretty well now, though 
still very weak. My feet are badly 
burned from exposure to the aéction 
of the sun and salt water. I cannot 
walk very well or wear shoes, but 
they are dcing nicely. I will try and 
give you a more detailed account of 
what happened. 

On the morning of Wednesday, the 
sixteenth, | came on deck at four and 


found that the wind was bdiowing 


fresh from the northeast, though not 
hard enough to warrant calling the 
Captain. By seven it had reached the 
strength of a strong wind and I called 
the Old Man. He had a great dread 
of a hurricane and always was imag- 
ining that there was one brewing, and 
as soon ag he came on deck he was 
sure that we were going to encounter 
one of those dreaded storms. Don't 
construe this to mean that the Skip- 
per was at all afraid, as he sure had 
more nerve than most men, and did 
not know the meaning of fear for him- 
self, though he was always afraid of 
losing his ship througR one of these 


* 

storms. I told him when he came on 
deck that I did not think we were 
going to encounter a hurricane, as 
there were none of the signs which 
usually precede these storms. Never- 
theless he fished out all the charts 
and books that had any bearing on 
hurricanes and started to study the 
weather carefully. 

The Skipper always took me into 
his confidence a great deal, and this 
day he asked me to stay on deck after 
I had had my breakfast and help him 
decide what it was we were running 


into. At eight o’clock it was blowing - 


a moderate gale and the sky had a 
hardy, windy look. The barometer had 
fallen a bit, but not more than would 
be expected for the weather we were 
in then. There are certain signs which 
usually give warning of the approach 


‘of a hurricane, but this morning there 


were none of these. The weather in- 
dieations were the same as those of 
an ordinary heavy gale of wind. By 
ten-thirty the wind had not shifted 
and the glass had started to fall very 
rapidly, and after arguing the pro and 
con we decided that it was a hurricane 
that we were running into, and that 
we were in the track of the center, 
the worst place to be. Our only hope 
lay in letting her go off and run be- 
fore the wind, and endeavoring to 
cross the storm’s path. This we did. 


hard and a heavy sea was atart- 

ing to run. We had five hun- 
dred barrels of fuel oil stowed 
on deck and the seas had started 
this several times, but each time 
we had relashed it, only losing a few 
barrels. We had a good dinner 
under difficulties and everyone felt 
confident. 

At one, I went to the chart room 
and the Skipper asked me if I could 
get some oil on the water, as the seas 
were starting to roll dangerously 
across the decks. I called Johnson, the 
second mate, and taking axes we 
crawled giown on the deck Wad and 
stove in the heads of two barrels on 
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each side of the deck load. This al- 
lowed the oil to run over the side to 
the water, where we noticed it spread 
out and gave good results. The re- 
sults to Johnson and myself were far 
from good, since, as soon as the head 
of the barrel was stove in and the 
oil exposed, the wind caught it up 
and blew it all over us, until we were 
just covered with oil from head to 
foot. We did not get it off until we 
were taken on board the Tana. 

After that, we kept barrels stove in 
and oil running into the water until 
the seas were breaking over the ship 
so that we could not get down to the 
decks to break in any more barrels. 
We then started pumping it overboard 
from our own fuel tanks. We had 
splendid results from this oil, and I 


am firmly convinced that this was the _ 


only thing that kept the Clark afloat 
as long as she was. 


at its height. Mother, I wish 

that I could describe it to 
you, but I can't. I don't believe that 
any man could describe it so as 
half to do justice to the scene. 
The wind was terrific; that God could 
turn loose such a burst of fury was 
unbelievable. You could not face it and 
breathe. The wind would force the 
breath back into your body. To move 
without holding on to something was 
impossible. In going along the decks it 
was necesgary to hold on to something 
all the time. The wind would pull and 
haul at you like a thousand demons 
trying to pull you away from your 
hold and drag you overboard. You 
could not see a hundred feet for the 
spray, which would whip from the 
crests of the waves and hurl through 
the air with the speed of rifle bullets. 
The force of the flying spray was such 
that it appeared to be lying in layers 
or a sort of strata in the air. The seas 
were like mountains, and it seemed as 
they towered above the little Clark 
that they were huge overhanging cliffs 
of water that would cave down and 
overwhelm the little ship. They were 
of such size that the ship would be 
on one side of a sea at a time—that 
is, you could look ahead and see the 
trough ahead of the ship and then 
look back and see the crest of the 
same sea far astern. The littl boat 
rode them wonderfully; the oil on the 
water kept them from breaking dan- 
gerously, and the Clark would seem 
to slide out from under the towering 
masses of water just in time. It was 
wonderful to watch her. Many times 
I held my breath, thinking that surely 
one of the seas must break entirely 
over her. She was taking very heavy 
water during thie time. The deck 
load was a jumbled mass of flying 
barrels and it was impossible to get 
down to try-to do anything in the way 
of securing it. The water would make 
a clean sweep over the decks, hiding 
the entire forward end of the ship 
from view, theh the bow would clear 
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itself and the adn would submerge. 

The ship was rolling terribly, and 
everything that was not secure in the 
rooms was on the floor and banging 
from side to side with each roll of the 
ship. The galley and mess rooms were 
a wreck. 

About three, Johnson and I were 
going aft over the top of the house, 
and when passing the galley sky- 
light we thought a cup of coffee 
would warm us up a little. As, with 
all the water on the decks, it was im- 
possible to go through the doors on 
the main deck, we decided to go down 
through the skylight. A ventilaior 
had fallen on the skylight and we had 
quite a time removing it. While we 
were working removing the ventilator 
we thought we heard someone calling. 
After we had the skylight opened what 
do you think we saw? The colored 
steward and the three colored cooks 
all on top of the galley stove and pray-

Kut Soper, like a master detective, 
with all of Baffin Land as the scene 
of the pursuit, has unearthed the pri- 
vate life of the Blue Goose and has 
proved beyond all doubt that it is a 
distinct species. He started in 1923 
as a member of the Canadian Govern- 
ment Arctic Expedition. He had other 
objectives, too, as the ornithologist of 
the party that each year approaches 
close to the Arctic Circle for study and 
investigation. But the primary one 
was the mysterious goose. He had uo 
particular reason to believe he would 
be successful, for numerous parties in 
the past had searched in vain. 

He did have a tangible clew. From 
the Eskimos and from other sources 
he had information that the bird prob- 
ably nested on the southeastern shore 
of Netilling Lake, in the interior of 
Baffin Land. Soper started out. He 


explored great areas where no white 
man had ever gone before. But with 
the close of the momentary summer of 
the North he was forced to rejoin the 
expedition. Not a sign of the Blue 
Goose had he seen. 

In the spring of 1924 he went back 
to Baffin Land and made a second 
expedition to’ Lake Netilling, and this 
time he traversed for a long way the 
unexplored Koujuak River. 


made long journeys along the 

coasts by dog sied, sometimes 
alone, sometimes with two or three 
Eskimos. He even crossed the whule 
of Baffin Land, to the western shore 
of Fox Basin, north of the Arctic 
Cirele. 

Again in 1926 he set out, this time 
from Pangnirtung, on the east coast 
of Baffin, and thenee to Cape Dorset, 
at the southwest extremity, 500 miles 
by dog team. He saw Indians and 
Eskimos who had never seen or heard

of the white man. He traveled over 
hundreds of miles of barren, lonely 
country. He got together invaluable 


. data, photographs, maps, collections of 


rare flora and fauna. And in July of 
1926 Soper collected two moult- 
ing blue geese. He found them in 
company with a number of snow geese. 
He was closer than he had ever been 
before. For hitherto he had seen the 
blue geese only in migration. But le 
was still, to all intents and purposes, 
just as far away as before from the 
Blue Goose's nest. 

Back to Baffin he went for the 
fourth time in the summer of 1928. 
The winter he spent in traversing and 
mapping Fox Land and the west coast 
of the island. He was ready in the 
spring of 1929 for his last and most 
determined search for the Blue Goose. 

Soper left Cape Dorset on May 17 
with five Eskimos and provisions and 
equipment for a three months’ camp. 
They finally established camp on a 
tundra. river near Fox Basin and 


called it Camp Kungovik, the Eskimo 


name for blue goose. There was a 
period of increasing discouragement 
for Soper. In ever greater numbers 


. geese flew over Camp Kungovik, snow 


geese and blue geese. But they flew 
right on. Soper sent three of the Es- 
kimos back with all of the dogs and 
sledges. His only link with civilization 
Was a canoe. 


HEN on June 5 a flock of 34 
geese alighted. Through his pow- 
erful field glasses Soper identi- 
fied 24 of them as the blue species. 
During the next few days others came 
and the proportion of blue to snow 
geese was constantly increasing until 
on June 14 and 15, when the heaviest 
migrational waves came over, only one 
in every 21 was a snow goose. 

It only remained to wait a few days 
until the nests had been built and the 
eggs laid. Soper was able to watch 
the whole process. He found the larg- 
est collection of nests on a spot he

had crossed at least 
twice before in the 
course of his wan- 
derings. 

The nest cf the 
Blue Goose, he dis 
covered, is formed 
of soft moss and down. It contains 
from one to five eggs of a dull-whit- 
ish shade. Through patient effort he 
was able to approach close enough to 
photograph the birds on their nests. 
And he had no trouble in gathering an 
ample collection of eggs, nests, goslings 
and mature specimens. He made an 
attempt to bring four goslings out 
alive, but they died on the third day 
after capture, even though Soper kept 
them during the coldest part of the 
nights in his sleeping bag next to his 
body. He realized at last that in his 
enthusiasm over his find he had 
stayéd too long. Already there were 
indications that the Arctic winter was 
shutting down. Traveling day and 
night with his two Eskimo compan-

ions, he made a perilous week's 
journey through floating ice. At the 
nearest outpost of civilization he 
chartered a small schooner with an 
Eskimo crew and arrived at Cape 
Dorset just nine hours before the 
Arctic expedition’s steamer, 
the Beothic, was due to sail 
back. If he had missed it he 
would have had to wait for 

a year for another sailing. 
Arrived at North Sydney, 
Nova Scotia, Soper gave out 
the news of his find. When 
it had been spread abroad, 
congratulations showered in 
on him from all over the 
world, from fellow ornitholo- 
gists, scientists and explorers. 
It is probable that many na- 
turalists felt a certain regret 
that this mystery had been 
forever cleared up. The mys- 
tery of the Blue Goose has al- 
ways been a source of pleas- 
ant speculation. There are, 
however, still certain phases 
of its life to be investigated. 
For example, it is more than 
a possibility that the Blue 
Goose is the original non-stop 
flyer. With some reason for 
the belief, certain naturalists 
have put forward the theory 
that when it leaves the 
marshes of Louisiana in the 
spring for the lonely nesting 
spot on Baffin Land the Blue 


Goose never pauses once in flight. 


The Blue Goose was first given a 


name by George Edwards of London 


in 1750. He represented it in his work, 
“A Natural 
Birds,’’ as having a bright blue wing. 
Blue geese were bred in captivity for 
the first time a few years ago at the

National Park Zoo in Washington. 
And for this achievement the Jardin 
des Plantes of Paris presented the 
Smithsonian Institution with a gold 
medal. 

The specimens that Soper brought 
back are being prepared for those few 
inuseums that will be fortunate 
enough to get them. And Soper is 
taking a vacation, after his arduous 
quest for the Blue Goose’s nest.

They suspected that the 
farmer had at last come up with bis 
quarry and stood back to watch devel- 
opments. Nobody relished the idea of 
trying to interfere now with an angry 
tiger in the bush, ready. to spring. 

Ghoya had spotted the beast asleep. 
It was enjoying a siesta after fearting 
on its kill of the night before. He 
shouted to arouse it, and when it atill 
remained apathetic, he pelted it witn 
a stone. 

Thus aroused, the man-eater 
suaried, advanced threateningly and 
then rushed its assailant. The young 
Hindu stood his ground, waiting, with 
club poised.

century before I first set foot in 

Haddock harbor. Neither were the 

dreams of my dreaming; so my 

connection with her was always 

remote and impersonal. Neverthe- 

less, I came to know through her 

all the horror and the fascination 
of a perturbed spirit. 

For those who may not know 
the harbor, let me explain that it 
bites into the northern stretch of 
Maine coast. Summer resorters 
are still in the minority, and peace 
and beauty serve as perpetual 
handmaidens to those few exhaust- 
ed, nerve-racked city folk who 
have found refuge there. I was 
there only a few days when the 
immortal essence of Gram Per- 
kins confronted me. Perkins is a 
prevailing name at the harbor. A 
Perkins peddles fish on Tuesdays 
and Fridays. A Perkins keeps the 
village store, in whose windows: 
are displayed those amazing knick- 
knacks somebody or other creates 
out of sweet grass, beads, birch 
bark, and sealing wax. A Perkins 
is framed daily in the general de- 
livery window of ihe postoffice, 
and his brother drives the one vil- 
lage jitney. 

It was Ca] Perkins of tender 
years who indirectly introduced 
me to the mysterious dreamer of 
the dreams. Cal took me on my 
first scaling of the blueberry 
ledges. standing Nike Balboa on 
the Peak of Darien, he swept a 
hand inland and said: ‘“Some- 
whars, over thar, lives Zeb Per- 
kins. Hain’t never laid eyes on 
him myself, but Pe says you 
doan't never want to hear him tel! 
of them four dreams he's had 
of Grandmother Perkins. Woan't 
sleep ag‘in fur a month ef you do.” 

The dreams of Grandmother 
Perkins are a tradition at the har- 
bor as the “Three Hairs of Grand- 
father Knowitall"’ are in Eastern 
Europe—only with a difference. 
Natives in the Balkans pass on 
their story for the asking; where- 
as in Haddock harbor they evade 
all questions leading to Gram 
Perkins. 

One day Cal took me to the 
cemetery and showed me the Per- 
kins monument. It was a splendid 
affair in two shades of marbic 
with a wrought-iron fence and 
gateway, and all about it were the 
headstones marking the graves of 
the separate members of the fam- 
lly. I read the inscription on 
Gram Perkins’ stone: 


Sara Amanda Perkins 
Beloved wife of Benjamin Perkins, 
Sea Captain 
1791-1863 
May she rest in perfect peace! 


“Wall, she didn’t!’’ Cal hurled 
the words at me as he catapulted 
through the gate, shaking all over 
like the aspen back of the lot. I 
caught a final mumbling: ‘Never 
aim to stop nigh her. Pa says I 
might git to dreamin’, too.” 


ERE was distinctly un- 
H pleasant food for thought. 

Already she had a firm 
grip on my waking hours, 
and there was no relish to the 
idea of her haunting my sleeping 
ones. The manner in which she 
possessed the town was astound- 
ing. She lurked wherever one 
went, popping out with the mast 
casual remark when one was buy- 
ing a pound of butter or a pint of 
clams. And yet, for all the daily 
allusions and innuendoes, one 
never got at the heart of the 
matter; one never rightly under- 
stood why Gram Perkins was and 
yet was not five feet below the 
sod.

“Hain't a summer resorter nor a 
bluejay here yit,’’ was his greet- 
ing. ““Weather's right smart —- 
nips ye considerable." And it did. 
The water in the brooks was so 
cold my fingers remained stiff and 
blue all day. But the fishing was 
good, and in the end I caught 
something more than trout. 

A morning came with a south- 
east wind. Up to that ! had lost 
almost no flies. so I started out 
with iittle extra tackle. The mid- 
die of the morning found me a 
mile deep in an alder swamp, bog 
on one side and piled-up brush on 
the other. It was what you would 
call dirty fishing, and in half an 
hour I had lost every fly and 
leader I had with me. There was 
nothing to do but put up my rod 
and go back. In an effort to strike 
higher ground I came into what 
was new country to me.

I made my selections, slowly, 
studying the little man more than 
the flies. His head was as bald 
and pink as a baby’s.

FTER I had climbed on to 
A the raft, I turned to

Clark. She was standing on end, 
perfectly upright in the water. 
Her bow whs about thirty feet 
out of the water. She seemed 
to hang that way for a minute or 
two, then, with a sort of sigh, 
made by the nofse of the air 
rushing out of her, she very slow- 
ly sank out of sight. Mother, it 
was a weird sight to see that lit- 
tle boat sink, and it hurt. She 
was a good little boat and I had 
had some good times on her. We 
had a fine crowd of men, as they 
showed when it sank. There was 
no excitement. Those that went 
went as a sailor should go. 

After the little boat had gone, 
I turned around to see who else 
was on the raft with us, as when 
I climbed on I noticed that there 
were two others already on. They 
proved to be the third assistant 
engineer and an oller. The oller 
had on a life preserver and it 
made me eo darn. mad that I just 
kicked him off the raft. i! 
thought of all those who had no 
life belts, and here was one of 
the men I had told not to use 
anything that was floating around, 
but to leave it for someone with- 
out a life belt. I shook my fist 
at him and told him not to come 
anywhere near the raft. He 
floated around for a while, and 
once when my back was turned 
Johnson let him on, and when I 
discovered it, there was no chance 
for anyone else to be around, s0 
I let him stay. 

We had not been on the raft 
long when we heard someone 
shouting and eould see someone 
in the water. Johnson and I 
swam out and picked up the col- 
ored steward. He was just about 
all in. Soon we heard another 
call and we swam out again, and 
picked up a sailor. He, too, was 
just about all-in and was very 
hard to help back to the raft. He 
had on oilskins and sea boots and 
they were full of water. We kept 
a sharp lookout for anyone else, 
but we could see or hear no one. 

After Johnson had let the oller 
back on, that left six of us on the

raft. Johnson (the second offi- 
cer), the third assistant engineer, 
the steward, the oller, a sailor, 
and myself. Now, Mother, to ap- 
preciate our position you muat 
picture our raft, which was nine 
feet long by four feet wide. Not 
as wide as your bed and only three 
feet longer, with six men on it. 
Nothing to eat, nothing to drink; 
in fact there wes nothing on the 
raft but ourselves and what we 
stood in, which was not very 
much. None of us had on shoes 
except the sailor, who had boots. 
The most of us were clad in only 
shirts and trousers. There was 
just room for four to lie down at 
a time, and they had to fit right 
in. The others had to sit way on 
the end. There was no turning 
in your sleep unlesa everyone 
turned at the same time. The 
raft was only four inches out of 
the water, so the water was wash- 
ing over it all the time. We were 
never dry at any time that we 
were on the raft. If anyone did 
uny restless tossing in his sleep 
at night, overboard he would go. 
The steward did go overboard one 
night. 

Thursday morning broke, and 
we were all glad to see the sun 
and feel its warmth. It was still 
blowing pretty hard and quite a 
high sea was running. About all 
wev-did that day was to hang on 
and to keep the raft from turning 
over. 


RIDAY morning at daybreak 
| ee ali started to keep 

a good lookout for ships, 
as the question of getting 
picked up was atarting to come 
home. We saw nothing that morn- 
ing. Sitting around doing pnoth- 
ing, | commenced to brood over 
our outlook, and, catching my- 
self, I thought that would raise 
Cain with our apirits, so decided 
to put everyone on watch, and try 
to give everyone something to do. 
There was a little breeze and it 
would blow us on the Mexican 
coast, if we could last that long. 
I figured that it was about 250 
miles away. We took the cover 
off the life belt that the oiler had 
on and decided to use it for 2 
sail. We tore some atrips fron 
the raft and made a small mast 
and yard to spread the sail on. 
The blocks of cork that were in 
the life belt we used for paddles 
to steer by. This kept two of the 
men busy all the time steering 
and was something on their 
minds. The trousers of the suit 
of oilskins that the sailor had on 
we used to make caps to protect 
our heads from the strong sun. 
To make these we just cut off 
sections from the legs. 

This kept us busy all day and 
it was wonderful how fast the 
time passed, and everyone was in 
good spirits. It was a woefully 
small sail and did not move the 
raft very fast, but it was more 
for the moral effect that it had 
that I had it done. We were now

divided into three watches of two 
men each, so that two men were 
always doing something and the 
others were resting. The two men 
were paddling and steering. We 
kept time by the sun in the day 
and: the position of the stars at 
night. 

Saturday at daybreak we saw 
a large steamer heading to pass 
close to us. We all got excited 
and happy with large visions of 
food and drink. We started to 
paddle toward where she would 
pass us. We figured that it was 
about six in the morning and 
that they would have fresh coffee 
made, and we inade joking re- 
marks about it. She passed about 
half a mile from us and kept go- 
ing right on. They had not seen 
us. She passed so closely to us 
that we could see the man at the 
wheel. We whistled and would 
all get together and holler at 
once. 1 don’t see how they missed 
us, as we had a man waving a 
shirt all the time. She was an old 
tramp, and the officer was down 
having his coffee, I suppose. Her 
name was painted out, or we 


could have read it. 
| mont as the pangs of hun- 
ger and thirst were beginning 
to make themselves felt. Our 
bodies were lame from sleeping on 
the salt boards, and sore from 
the salt-water sores which were 
commencing to come out all over 
our bodies, and especially on our 
feet. 

You see, I had read somewhere 
that the pores of the skin would 
absorb water into the system and 
that people without water should 
keep their body wet and that the

on to the raft and we caught it 
before it could flop back into the 
water. These we skinned and 
hung up on our raft in the sun. 

During the afternoon it was 
very warm and we suffered a 
great deal from the heat and 
thirat. Hunger by this time had 
ceased to bother us at all. Only 
the first two days did being hun- 
gry bother us. Of course we would 


not have turned down a turkey 


dinner. They say, though, that 
hunger ceases as soon as thirst 
sets in, I guess it does. We kept 
our clothing good and wet and 
that helped some. The men want- 
ed to eat the fish, but I would 
not let them, as eating would in- 
crease the desire for water. 
Tuesday morning [I was sitting 
in the bow of the raft looking 
aft and thinking. Everyone else 
was asleep except the steward 
and the oiler; they were paddling 
at the stern. My eyes happened 
to look astern and I saw a great 
big shark following us. He was 
swimming up to the raft. He 
looked to me to be about fifty 
feet long, but afterwards when I 
compared his length to the raft 
he must have been between fif- 
teen and twenty feet long. I did 
not say anything to the men, as 
I hoped he would go away and 
not be seen by them, as a shark 
at that time was not the best 
thing to keep up the spirits of 
the men. When he reached the 
end of the raft he curved in and 
passed close to the side-where the 
oiler was paddling. When he saw 
the shark he was putting his pad- 
die into the water and could have 
touched it. He gave a cry of 
terror and, jumping up. rushed 
for the other side of the raft. It

our bodies wet with salt water 
all the time we were on the raft, 
end I think that this is the only 
thing that saved our lives. 

Saturday we had a small rain 
squall. It did not last very long, 
but we all opened our mouths 
and tried to catch what we could. 
We spread out the oilskin coat 
and caught just enough for a 
mouthful apiece. It was dirty and 
Oily, but it did taste good. That 
was all the nourishment that we 
had all the time we were on the 
raft. 

Sunday morning we saw smoke 
of a steamer, but it did not come 
anywhere near to wus. 

The waters around the raft 
were alive with fish, and we 
used to use all our spare time 
trying to catch them with our 
hands. 

The nights were the worst part 
of all. When we lay down to sleep 
the water would be washing over 
us all the time. Those that had 
the weather aide had the water 
splashing in their faces all the 
time. Imagine trying to sleep 
with water splashing in your face. 

Monday we atarted in to fish 
in earnest. By luck we caught 
two. One of them jumped right 


and watching, because I jumped 
for the opposite side just in time 
to balance the raft. He would 
have overturned it and had us all 
in the water at the mercy of the 
shark. The shark swam around 
the raft for about half an hour, 
and we kept very quiet, you may 
be sure. 


HE afternoon was very hot, 

and thirst started to tell 
severely. Our mouths and 
tongues were badly swollen and 
we could only talk with an 
effort. ! had to watch the 
steward and the oller, They were 
dipping their fingers in the 
water and sucking them. That 
was the worst thing they could 
do, as it made them worse 
and was liable to drive them in- 
sane. I had spoken to all the 
men about this when we first 
were on the raft. As soon as I 
caught them doing it, I told them 
plainly that I was not going to 
jeopardize the lives of everyone 
on the raft by having one of them 
go insane. I told them that the 
firat man I caught doing it I 
would throw overboard as protec- 
tion for the rest. That kept them 
in their place for a while. Then 


the oiler thought I was asleep and 
1 saw him dip his hand into the 
water and drink out of it. It 
made me mad, and I jumped up 
and started for him. He went 
down on his knees and whimpered 
like a dog and begged that I give 
him another chance. ,I told him 
I would give him one chance, but 
that was all; then he would 
ZO overboard. That kept him 
straight; I did not see him do it 
any more. 

The night relieved us a lot. A 
breeze sprang up and cooled the 
air a lot, though it kicked up a 
little chop which made it awfully 
sloppy on the raft. I remember 
how mad I got at Johnson. He 
was sleeping huddled close up to 
my back, the sailor and engineer 
sleeping with their heads on our 
hips. I had the weather side and 
every little chop would go right, 
into my face. I stood it as long 
as I could, and when I woke the 
others up so we could turn over 
there was an awful holler. 


EDNESDAY morning we 
saw a sailing ship head- 
ing to pass not far 
from us. Everyone woke up and 
we started to paddle for her. 
My, how we worked with only 
those small pieces of cork for 
paddles. In our exhausted (Condi- 
tion it seemed as if they weighed 
a ton. It was discouraging work, 
as the raft barely moved. She 
passed about two miles from us 
and continued on her way. They 
had not seen us. Mother, I shall 
never forget that hopeless feeling 
that came over me, and I guess 
‘it came over the others. We just 
lay down in a heap too exhausted 
to move., The steward had not 
been paddling; we had had him 
waving a shirt for a flag. He 
still continued to wave. this shirt. 
I lay where 1 could watch her. 
Mother, probably you can imagine 
some of the thoughts that were 
passing through my mind. Sud- 
denly I saw her start to haul up 
one side of her mainsail, and, 
having been in sailing ships, I 
knew that that meant she was go- 
ing to turn around. That meant 
unother chance for ws, even if 
they had not seen us. They 
would pass near to us again. We 
kept the steward waving the shirt 
and we started again to paddle. 
It was soon apparent that they 
had seen us, for they were head- 
ing right for us. When she came 
close they called to us and asked 
who we were. I stood up and 
tried to tell them, but I could not 
talk; my mouth and throat were 
too swollen. I only made a sort 
of gurgling sound. They hove to 
and threw us a line and put a lad- 
der over the aide. Two of the men 
we had to have them hoist up; 
the rest of us climbed up the 
ladder. 
I- was the last to leave the raft. 
I cast off the line and then 
climbed halfway up the ladder 
and turned around and had a last 
farewell look at the old raft. I 
had a tender thought for it as I 


watched it drifting astern. Just 
as I reached the top and was put- 
ting my leg over the rail, I gave 
out, and if there had not been 
two men there to grab me |! 
should have fallen back into the 
water. It was funny; my legs 
just were no good; I was con- 
scious, but I could not talk. They 
helped us all to the cabin, where 
they gave us a,small glass of 
water to wash our mouths with; 
then they gave us a small cup of 
coffee and- a small square of 
bread and butter. 

They let us rest a while. We 
could talk then, as the first bit of 
water loosened up our tongues 
right away. After a while they 
took us out on deck and scrubbed 
us in a big tuk. Scrubbed us with 
regular scrubbing brushes like 
you use on the floor. Mother, you 
should have seen Johnson, and ! 
guess I was as bad. They took 
us out in twos and Johnson and 
I were taken out together, and as 
I looked at him standing up in 
that tub he was a sight. First he 
was covered with crude oil and 
looked like a black man. His 
head was all blistered from the 
hot sun, and the salt water had 
made the blisters into sores which 
were full of yellow matter. His 
lips were the same; they were 
just yellow. Then he was so thin 
I could count every rib in his 
body. Where his stomach should 
have been there was only a hol- 
low. He was a_ terrible-looking 
thing. 


FTER they had washed us 


A and bandaged our feet, 
which were the worst part 
of us, they put us to bed. 


None of us slept very long; we 
were too lame and sore and 
excited . When we got up, they 
gave us another small cup 
of coffee and a small piece of 
bread. That is all they would 
give us all that day, and yester- 
day until supper time. They would 
give us this bread and either cof- 
fee or water every hour or so, but — 
no more. Last night we had our 
first meal. 

Our feet are in very bad shape. 
The engineer’s are the worst; he 
cannot get out of bed. The rest 
of us hobble around without shoes 
or socks. Our bodies are all cov- 
ered with little bubbles. They 
don’t itch, but if you break them 
they are all full of water. 

The Captain is splendid, very 
simple and religious, and does 
everything possible for him to do 
for us. 

Well, Mother; luck does not 
seem to run my way. I have noth- 
ing in the world but a shirt and 
a pair of trousers; even the chron- 
ometer is gone. I don’t know 
what I shall do when I arrive in 
New Orleans. 

Don’t know yet where you can 
write me. 

Well, good-bye. This little pic- 
ture shows how we looked to one 
of the sailors on the Tana when 
they were picking us up. I took 
in six inches in my belt the six 
days and twelve hours that we 
were on the raft.

RIME statistics will show that

movies became hysterical. it is a rare 
library, now, that doesn't yield up a 
corpse or two when the butler opens 
the blinds of mornings.

It is always a great deal 
of fun trying to figure out what the 
characters are saying and who killed 
the millionaire, and those who crave 
further mental exercise can try to fig- 
ure out why he was killed, although 
this is not so important. Of course, 
certain people object to this type of 
film on the ground it teaches children 
too much about violence, but it should 
not be forgotten that these children 
will grow up to take their places in 
society and probably go to Long Island 
house parties. 

For some time prtor to the advent of 
talking films the movies quit crime al- 
together and dealt only with robberies, 
forgeries and. bootlegging. However. 
this dead-millionaire-in-the-library 
subject lends itself admirably to the 
commotion pictures. You get the 
actual shots and the screams of the 
witnesses and then hear the detectives 
gurgling over the matter in person. 
Before cack'ing movies the drummer 
used to ii:itate the revolver report, 
and while that compared favorably 
with the present detonation, no drum- 
mer could ever fake.a yell like Lois 
Moran yells when she is a guest at a 
murder. 

The killings are generaily commit- 
ted in large mansions where a lot of 
people are congregated so that the 
audience will suspect about a score of 
persons in turn and everybody but the 
real marksman. The action usually 
tnkes place over the week-end when 


all of the relatives have dropped in 
for a pleasant time. It would be a re- 
freshing change, and perhaps a more 
logical plot, if one of these million- 
aires would rise up some time and 
slay all of his relatives; but so far no 
producer haS worked this out, and it 
looks like a tough winter for hosts. 
The heroine should not be a native 
of New York but a resident of some 
other place, as her journey to the city 
affords the opportunity for a lot of 
good noise. A steamship is preferable 
over a train as it makes more noise, 
especially when the train has an elec- 
tric engine.
